Other correspondence indicates that, even in Lord 
Marley's opinion, the constant visits of MUNZENBERG's 
friends from Paris are difficult to justify unless there 
are other reasons than those officially put forward. 


Letter No.0.767.K., which arranges for the admission 
of KATZ provided he does not speak at public meetings 
or write for the Press, is unsatisfactory from o point of 
view, since we know KATZ as an agent of\|MUNZENBERG and as an 
underground man, who gets into touch with the League against 
Imperialism and the Workers' International Relief whenever 
he comes here.
